Currency—Wool. 


The theory has been that the volume of 


.the currency was too large; but if green- 
backs are really, scarce it conflicts with 
this theory, and that they are scarce the 
stringency in the money market seems to 
prove. It.will bo well to romumbcr that 
it requires a larger volume of currency to 
carry on the business of the country -\vhun 
nearly every article on the catalogue of 
commodities is from oae to live hundred 
per cent, higher than in peace timos. 
As we figure it, whisky, at SI 75 a _ allon, 
takes seven times as much currency to buy 
acd sell as it did when it. was 2-te. a gal- 
lon. 
Pork at §44 a barrel, takes four times 


as much currency to . deal in it as it did 
•when 
it 
was 311; and 
cotton 
at 


SI 50 a pound, fifteen times as much as when 
it was ten cts. a pound. So we might go 
through the whole catalogue. 
Take the 


wool clip, for example, and sec what a 
draft it is'making upon the currency re- 
sources of the money centres, at this par- 
ticular time. The clip is estimated; at 85 
millions of pounds', aud it is soiling from 
85 cents to a.dollar a pound. . .-This will 
require from 72 to SO millions -of curren- 
cy.to purchase it, and in ordinary seasons 
it is generally bought up before the middle 
of August.
